Ariftobulus ? Tellmg them,they 
were diſloyall cowards, to per-' 
mit their lawfull King Hircanus 
ro be derthroned ( in whole hand 
nature had pur the Scepter, ) and' 
the Kingdome to be transferred 
ona mutinous , and a turbulent 
ſpirit, who ere long would make 
them the wracks & defolation 
of all Paleſtine; thar they had a- 
bandoned a King \, whom they 
could nottax with ought , bur 
exceſle of poodneſle,to admit of 
one, who having entred at the 
gate of treachery \, could not 
reigne over them without the 
trouble , and combuſtion of his 
country , when good | Hircanss 
would deveſt himſelfe of his 
right,they were to blame to c6- 
deſcend/to his modeſty , who 
was by ſ@ much the worthier .

rule, by how much he deem'd 
bimſclfe the more unworthy - 
The glory which hee didfly fr6 
inundervaluing his own perſon, 
ſhould have purſued him to his 
—_ they did object againſt 
imroo much gentlenefle, it was 
themoreagrecable to the picry, 
and ſweet behaviour of the 7ews. 
If the Do#es were tochuſe them 
aKing , they would ever make 
a choiſe of a Stalne , before a 
Sparrow.hawk. This* ſubtile 
head, by fuch like remonſtrances 
found many that gave eare unto 
him, partly amongſt thoſe thar 
loved innovation, & partly too, 
among thoſe that were carried 
away with the pretended juſtice 
ofthe'cauſe , & none would yet 
eſpic his drife, whidyrinder the 
colour of publique good , wetit 
about 
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about to cre a Monarchy fot 
himſelfe, or his heires. Having 
now thruſt the iron fo farre into 
the fire , hee ſtudied how to win 
the heart of Hyrcanus. with all 
manner of obſequioufneſle , and 
reſtimonies of friendſhip , which 
was not difficult to purchaſe, 
this Prince permitting himſclic 
to be overruled by thoſe that 
would make any ſemblance of 

good will towards him. 
Behold him now «<( become 
as it were) Lord Protector , of 
Guardian of this flexible ſpirit, 
when under prexence of love he 
poſſeſſes in that manner , that all 
the ations of Hyrcanss paſt cur- 
rant nolonger by any other au- 
thority , then the direQions and 
counſells of Antipatey.: Never- 
thelefſe when he began to e8e 
im 
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him forward for to make warre 
on his brother for the recovery 
ofthe royall Throne , hee found 
his heart ſo far benumbd that he 


had much adoe to warm it, and. 


ſtrike a ſpark of conrage into his 
ſoule,for the exceſſive coldneſfe 
and the unmanlineſle of his Na- 

cure, Bur at __ hee preacht 

one day cftcQually, and did edi- 

fie much, telling him , that this 
quitting of his kingdome, which 
he had tranſlated to his brother, 

was a thing that could not ſtand 

with his Honour , and fafety of 
Life. What eye would nordiſtil] 
tearesto ſee him in that con- 
rempt,& miſery , while hisbro- 
ther livedin riot, and pomp *£ 
"This was toconfoundthe Laws 
of nature; this was to authorize 
tyranny. Petty theeves arc caſt 
into 


an. 
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intoa Dangeon,or Stocks , and 
Ariſtobulus that had uſurpt a 
kingdome, rufled in filk, 8 ſpar. 

kled with Diamonds. 
.. A Kingdome was a ſhirt 
which a men ſhould not ſhift 
off , but with his lite : they 
were the tales and dreames of 
idle talking Philoſophy , that 
Crewns were lin'd with thorns, 
whereas they arcRubies & Dia- 
monds, that never yet moleſted 
any mans head. The life which 
then Hyrcenss lead , would bet. 
ter become an Efſean «Monk, or 
a Capschin,thena King: | And to 
conclude,rharall the-people de- 
fired with paſhonto1ce him re- 
'enſtared in his fathers Throne. 
Hee poſleſt/his cares with [0 
owertull Rhetorique , thar hee 
began now to gaine upon ”

Bur there were many reaſons, 
which held himin ſuſpenſe. The 
one was his oath , by which hee 
had renounced his Royalty ; the 
other want of ſufficient: ſtrength 
forthe enterpriſe. For the oath, 
Antipater ſoon reſolved him of 
chatgtelling him , he ſwore a hai- 
nous crime , and there was no» 
thing could oblicge him to the 
performance ; and for ſtrength, 
heacquainted him withthe aux. 
iliary forces of luſty Arabians, 
which he could levy at his com- 
mand. While hee yer ſtaggerd 
at thisunſteedy tooung, he went 
on to breath into his heart black 
miſtruſts, and jealouſhes touch- 
ing his brother, as though (after 
he had preyed upon tns eſtate) 
he had an enterprize' upon his 
life;ſurmiſing conſpiracies tobe 
P34 plotted 
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ploned againſt him: and this hee 


did with ſuch art, & flcight, that 
Hyrcanss yeelded ro him, and 
gave him full —_— 
war,or peace , todoe accor 
as it liked him beſt. This conclu- 
ded, the Apple of diſcord was 
flung intothe midſt : Antipeter 
fail'd notto implorethe ayd of 
Aretas King of the Arabs , who 
— with a mighty army, 
whichlike an inundation over- 
runs all Paleftine,committing all 
outrage,and hoſtility ,lacking & 
pulating ( without mercy) 
all the way he went ,inſomuch, 
that hee drove Ariſtobulus tor 
very narrow ftrait ,| bcſcigi 
him within /r»ſalem the Jie 
cropohs,and Royall City, - 
Bur as the greater Serpentde- 
vours-the leſſer z fo-hapneth it 
hcreup 
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hereupon , -thatthe Romans under 
the conduct of Pompey the'Great, 
bow diſplaying their 'dreadfall 
Eayles on the plaines of Sy#14, lea» 
ding an army of fice,before which 
all other Royrlers or minor' Prin. 
ces were bur'as chaffe , 'makerthis 
Arabian glad to retire withinhis 
own;territories, they march oh vi- 
Roriouſly withour controle , and 
incerpoſe themſelves co preſcribe 
hws,to- pronounce peace,” or war, 
how ,- and ro whom ſoever the 
pleaſed, The ewo brothers m 
all Courtſhipro the Romen,to pur« 
chaſe his'tavour, andamity; each 
one ſtriving eagerly to win him of 
his fide, well perceiving rhat the 
obtaining of rhis would ſpeedily 
put aperiod ro the controverſte. 
Aviſtobslus(as the more geticrous 
bold,and King-like) at the firft ac- 
cellefound the more favour,in re- 
B gard 
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ou that.-among other largeſſes, 
preſented My witha vincalof

daughrers , and led away to Rome 
rofurniſh a triumph for Pompey: 
Teruſalem is made tributary , the 
Pontificate confer'd upon Hyrc- 
ms,burt all the authority commir-

wasa ſpeacle that drew tears 
eve from thoſe, who before times 
could notaffet Arifobulus,toſce 
this unfortunate King in bolts, la» 
den with iron, together with his 
Princely ſonnes,andthe poor La- 
dics his. daughters , all che heires 
of their fathers misfortunes who 
were, leaving their nativecountry, 
where they reigned in ſuch Ho- 
nour, for to ſcek through ſo un- 
couth and tedious voyages by ſea

Antipater reapes the bayes of 
this victory ,and begins ( though 
as yer ſtaind with blood)to cſta- 
= his _ Monarchy which he 

been ſo long a cotriving. Hyr- 
Canus Genn'd len old ſepulcher 


which retain'd nothing bur the- 


name 
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name , or inſcription, All things 
were effefted by him in appea- 
rance , though not any thing in« 
deed:The other enrertain'd the Rs- 
mans out of his Exchequer, be» 
ſtowed preſents,ſent, and received 
Embaſſadours,praQiſed confede- 
racies, corrupted the forces of his 
adverſaries and rid his way of all 
the rubs, and impediments that 
might oppoſe his advancement,&& 
Srearnefle; and made it beleeved 
chatchis mild Pontifhe was prime 
mover and author of all.Then {&e- 
ing himſelfe each day to grow 
ſtronget in repute and authority, 
the better to aſſiire the Realm for 
his ſorines after his deceaſe , hee 
madethe elder ( namely Phaſelss) 
g6vernour of 1zru[elew, and on 
Herod his ounget on he confer'd 
the PrefeQureſhip of Galife. In 
ſhort rime after , wh& tic had ſucker 
B 3 up 
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up all the winde with his flatulent 
ambition had cngendred , and be- 
ing now at his non witrs, not 
knowing which way to bend his 
machinarions,heſuckr up a glafle 
of poyſon that was miniſtred unto 
him art a feaſt by the device of 
Malicss his enemic. Behold here 
the iſſue of humane practices! 
Thoſe who are drunk with ambi. 
tion, and are mad for Honours 
which they ſecke to arrive at by 
miſchievous plors, and all the tra- 
vellot body and minde , are like 
thoſe lixle bubbles which ariſe on 
the ſupface of the water in a tem» 
peſt,they ſwell,and burſt in a mo. 
ment, | Antipater being dead, his

ments In this aRion it was well 
that-this young Prince ſheweg 
ſomereſolution, and gave ſome 
aſſarance of courage.

meanour,as /if he came hither not 
to-bejudg'd,but ro cut the Iud 
throats, You' will now pardot 
him in favourgbut he will one day 
aſlacinare you in juſtice. : Andin- 
deed of this whole 'Senate there 
{cap'd not one that Herod did-not 
put to death, when he had got the 
full power of the 'kingdome,ex- 
cept him onely that had delivered 
his opinion of him with this bold 
ſimplicity. Ir is recorded of this 
$Sameashowthat fome yearcs af- 
tera queſtion being made of re-

ger, and hee could not finde one 
naughtier then Herod: He is the 
ſcourge which you doe; want to 
chaſtiſe your infidelity. Hyrcanue 
then ſeeing the Iudges ſomewhat 
animared by the ſpecch of Samess 
and tobe moreinclinedto the fade 
of luſtice then Mercy ,, made him 
ſecretly to flink away, tor hee. lo- 
ved him intirely,and ſo hatchrthe 
eggeota Cockatrice within his 
own boſome. Herod who, came 
not any way behind bis Father in 
pollicie, following his exam ples 
and practices adhered firmly yaro 
the Romans , winning them by-all 
manner of obſervances,and enter- 
raining Hyrcanns with, all plea» 
lance, god Mater The Kingdom 
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of /»dea [eemd as yet to bee tarre 
enough from his reach , Phaſelms 
as theelderheld the better part of 
it : Ariffobulws whom you have 
ſeen led away in chaines to Rome, 
had yer two ſonnes, whereof the 
elder call'd 4/exander was father 
tochaſt Mariamne, whoſe pati. 
ence wedoe here blazon ; the 0+ 
ther was Antigonus, who ſpunne 
Herod a ſpindle full of marterto 
untwiſt, But hee was ſoone rid of 
both , for unfortunare Alexander 
ſucceſſour of his father Arr#obs- 
las his diſaſters, being cometo the 
field with certaine forces , which 
he had pickrup as well as his weak 
forrunes enabled him,was oppreſt 
by the Romans , who came tothe 
aſſiſtance of Herod. Antigonss be- 
ing got looſe from caprivity, 
wherein he was detained at Rome, 
together with his father wy 
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lus,cut out much employmenttoo 
for Herod.For caſting himſelfe in- 
tothe armes of the Parthians , hee 
madethem ſo many promiſes, and 
ſwel'dthem with ſuch hopes that 
they undertook to inveſt him 
withthe kingdome:and forthwith 
they made preparations by Sca & 
Land, and prevailed ſo far both. 

force, and cunning , that they 

ſed out Hyrcanus, & Phaſelus: 
Herod very narrowly eſcapt his 
life,and though he had a courage 
of (teele, yer was hee ſoamaz d 
with this ſurpriſe, that hee weac 
very neet to-make himſelfe away, 
Hyrcanus was very courſly hand. 
led by the command of his Ne- 
phew Antigonus, be had his cares 
cropt off, and ſo was made fore. 
ver uncapable of the Pontificate, 


Phaſelus, Herod; brother, being ſo 
enraged. with this: upexpeted 
Cnance 
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chance of forrane,daſht his brains 
againſta ſtone, 

Herod, who had alwaies ſtuck 
as cloſe to the Romans , as the Ivy 
to the wall, ' ſeeing his affaircs in 
ſuctaplunge & extream hazard, 
implores their aid,and complains 
in moſt pathietick- exprefhions of 
the violence of ' Antigens , the in- 
curfions,and hoſtility of the Par- 
thians , puts them in minde of the 
good ſetvices of his father Anti- 
pater,and promiles on his part the 
Ocean,and all the ſcaly Legions, 
Which letters found” ſo good 
ſucceſſe,thathe(beyond all hopes 
andexpeRtation ) was proclaimed 
King of Jude, and Amticonns at 
enemy tothe Romen eſtate becauſe 
afugitive, and allyed to the P#v- 
thians, Herod purſits' him with 
hue & cry , being affiſted withthe 
forces ofthe Rowen Empiye, . An«

andlong refiſtance was rakent pri? 
Joner,and was the firſt of any king 
thatby the command'of £247. An- 
thony was executed in a manner {6 
unbefitting his qualiry', and to the 
Romans anaſuall, leaving his head 
upon a ſcaffold in the City of 4#- 
tiech , for no 'orher on then 
ſeeking to recover his fathers ih! 
herirance: But Strabo faith that 
<MAnthony knew no other way 
ro-make' Herod to beeagniz'd for 
King; both for that there were yer 
living ſome 'of the blood Royall, 
thar were Eapable of the Scepter; 
and for that the people Tovedrheir 
naturall King, but hated the ſtran- 
ger, $4.04 
This Tragczdy' ended , Herod 
mounted-on the top' of forrunes

There now remained of the I] 
ſtrious race of the Haſmoneans but 
an aged & weather-bcaten Prince, 
one infam_ Boy ,.and two Gitles 
to bee defeated. Hyroanns was 
that aged Prince, who intruth 
drew an unwilling breath, whoſe 
head many turmoiles yand viciff: 
tudes offortune haſined. his hag, 
ry.haire,he was then held captive 
in the Parthians hands.;, but the 
jog,though a Barbarianyhadcs. 
n on a.milde, debonaite, na» 
ture in ſo deplor'd a cale , fo that 
hee permitted him to live within 
the walls of Sabylon,. with allthe 
ny as might be defized. This 
poor Prince who live dall his life 
time without any ambition did 
beare this change of fortune with 
an equall temper, and'tenorof 
minde. The Jews who lived inthat 
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Kings dominions. ſeeing him {o 
maim'd , and ita manner cxcoria- 
ted with ſtripes, poore & forlorn, 
yetgave him the reſpe of a King 
and expreſſed ſuch honour ,'and 
reverence towards him, that hee 
found a kingdome ( in a mantier 
even in his captivity.) Heysd who 
ſawrhat this man might ſtand him

amne was cſtcemed the moſt beau- 
tifull Princeſſe inthe world. For 
Gellins who went about to ſurve 
the rareſt features in the world, 
for to returna Liſt, of them to Ad, 
Anthony , having well {can'd the 
moſt excellent pieces of Nature, 
when he ſaw Hariamne , he pro- 
teſtedthat all other beautics were 
C 2 courſe 
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courſe, &caſtin amou!d ofcarth, 
in compariſon of this which ſce- 
med ro;him to have dropt from 
the ſpheres, 8 ro have beendrawn 
by ſome divine , andimmorrtall 
Limmer, This man ſaw but the 
bark,and casket , and yet was ravi- 
thed with admiration z but her 
comelineſſe of body was nothing 
in compariſon of the noble qualt- 
tics of her ſoule. This wasa tender 
Imp of the ſtock of the famous 
eMachabees, well verſt in Gods 
laws,diſcreer,modeſt , & reſpe- 
full,that as S#ſanns , but aboue all 
couragious and patient; living in 
the Court of Herad as ob upon 
the dunghill. Never was beauty, 
& goodnefle {o diſcountenanc'd, 
& unhappy inthe fortunes of one 
rſon. This creature that might 
ave been courted by ſo man 
Princes,that might have had ſuc 
attendance 
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attendance ever rcady at her fect, 
had now Herod tor her Lord, who 
had nothing of a man bur skin , & 
ſhape; and it was evenall one to 
couple the Lamb with the Lion, 
the Dove with the Hawk , andtye 
the living to the dead,joyning the 
mouth to mouth,asto wed ſucha 
Ladyto ſuch a Monſter. But hee 
that had now the power in his 
own hand , ſues for her very paſ- 
fionatly, both for her unparallel'd 
beauty,and moreover the betterto 
ſtrengthen his eſtate, conſidering 
that the alliance of this young La- 
dy, who deſcended from ſo great 
kindred , would adde honourto 
him,and his houſe , who was but 
lately ſprung up, and might make 
him to place more confidence in 
the lews,and make them more lo» 
viagand loyallto him.

When I had diſcover'd 
this impoſture I have not letour 
oneharſh diſtaſttull word-againſt 
her, making her to enjoy with 
caſerthe ſpeRtacle of mypatience, 
and judging that every fodlith of.

ſembly,and made him. blame his 
credulity. Auguſtus not willingro 
ſhame him; -pronounced that ( in 
erath ) the children were muchto 
blame,chat they had any way mo- 
leſted him; but as forthe crime is. 
rended,hee ought to raze it out of 
his Regiſter. 

The young Princes were well 
bred , and brought up hitherto ; it 
gernained that they thould - live 
henceforward m good correſpon- 
dence,and renew the ſacred bond 
of nature; which could nor bee 
broken by ſo good a-father; =-

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by by the children, who did promiſe 
ſo much & ſo faire for the furure. 
This being ſpoken, Heredembra.

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the innocence of thele'poore Prin. 
ces. Pheror as thought within him. 
ſelfe'to' poſſeſle 4lexanders head 
with jcatouſic , telling him with 
much {ecrecy,that his father He- 
reddid wantonly ſport and dally 
with Glaphyra,his wife,(daughter 
of King Archelaw ) judging that 
this would be a powerfull way to 
make him revolt , and ſet him all 
4n a rage againft tus father, and ſo 
to precipitate him to his ruine, 
Theſe words indeed did very fen- 
fibly rouchthis nobfe ſoule , that 
he began thenceforvvard to ob- 
ſerve vvith ajealous eye, the ati 
.onsof Herod, vvhoin truth plai'd 
the minionall day with the young 
Princefſe , vvho vvas endow'd 
vvith ſurpaſhog tearute , but more 
he could not diſcoveratell in his 
converſation 2 ſave the hlandiſh- 
ments ofa fathcr in- Law'towards 
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a daughter, vvorthy to be cheriſhe 
for her many good parts. Y ctnot. 
withſtanding Alexander, after hce 
had taken in this ſubtile intellj- 
gence of Pheroras ,turnedthis ho. 
ny into poylon, interpreting allto 
the worſt, and was ſo tranſported 
therewith , thar (ruſhing one day 
to his fathers chamber , he decla- 
redunto him the jcalouſic,and ſi. 
ſpition that he had conceived, 
with many fighcs, and tearesof 
anger, Herod vvas much troubled 
vviththis imputation , & dceeming 
ita thing unbehtring his perſonro 
ſtir in juſtifying bimſclfe vvith

| Pheror@ nothing amated with 
| thisnoiſe, anſwered, hat he knew 
nothing, but what Salome ( wha 
was there preſent ) had told him 
as indecdit ſprung from her. Bur 
thecratty cAegers incontinently 
crying out,and tearing her hajre, 
faid,it wasa lamentable caſe, thax 
| ſhe ſhould be perſecuted by allthe 
world,onely for being faithfull to 
her brother. | Herod could. nor 
| chooſe but ſtand amaz'd toſce 
theſe ruptures in his houſe ; and 
he ſaw notin the mcan while , thag 
his bad example was the {ourſe & 
Originall of all theſe curſes that 
befell it, He did nothing to Phers- 
r&,but diſcard him for a time:far 
though he was much incenſt, yet 
he di Rormein earneſt, but a» 
gainſt thoſe that thee thought £0 
vids conſpire 
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conſpire againſt his cſtate , and 
Pheroras (cem'd to bec none of 
thoſe , for he was a lewd perſon, a 
hibcrtine rhat had married his 
maid forluſt , refuſing a Kings 
daughter,& all his thoughts were 
bent ovly upon pleaſure, It was 
by othersjudg'd that this was no 
ſufficient penance for Pheroras in 
ſuch a fault , and thatthis might 
increaſc the defiance between the 
Father ard his Son, Now ſcethe 
realon why Antrpater , who had 
alwaies maintain'd his credit with 
Herod,taking hold on this occaſi- 
on,begins the barrery more furi- 
ouſly then ever,and having obſer. 
ved ſome familiarity between A- 
lexander, and the three Eunuchs, 
that were moſt entruſted with He. 
rodschamber,he gave intelligence 
under hand, that Alexander s con- 
ſpicacic was all finjſbr , & tharthe 
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chieteſt Eunuches about Hereds 
chamber were his complices here 
in. They are forthwith attacht, & 
tortur'd. Their bodics grown e- 
feminate wich caſe and dchlicacic, 
ſeeing thElelves {.» rudcly pinche, 
ſpake both what they knew-, and 
what they knew not, and after all, 
they could nor ſpeak any thing, 
bur of the bravery and youthfull 
boaſtings that had flipt from A- 
lexanders mouth , as theſe and the 
like; That theſe Funuches were 
bur tools to adhere to an old do- 
tard, who did colour his haire tor 
to ſeem young,but it was bootles, 
his houre-glaſſe was run out, his 
time was paſt; & theirs was come: 
that the kingdome could nor eſ- 
capethem ,having juſtice, _—__ 
= ood credit to their fide , 
and ſo many {onnes of Mars, —- 
of Po_ _ : that would 
not 
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not faile them in time of need, 
Such ſpeeches they utter'd, burno 
ſuch as Antipater pretended', and 
they ſpake too muchfor a ſuſpic- 
ous head. It was a miſery toſce 
this miſerable Court ſo much dil- 
membred,hcre was nothing tobe 
heard or ſeen, but accuſations ,de. 
fiances,diſtruſts andrortures, E- 
very man lookt one upon the 6- 
ther;and thought he had no orher 
way of {ecurity,but to prevent his 
companion. They depoſe each 
day many ridiculous and imprv- 
bable things that rook nocfteR, 
There were not found but one or 
ewo,thar being preſt with the ex. 
rremity of pain , and eo rid them- 
{elves our,faidrhat Alexander had 
given out in Reme', that his father 
was more inclin'd tothe Parthiews 
then tothe Rowenzand as they re- 
doubled their 'tormients/in the'fu- 

vour 
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vour of Antipater , they dideven 
ſpeak what cver they would-have 
them; as that Alexander and Ari. 
ftobulus had conſpired ro makeas 
way their father by poyſon, and 
thenro goe ro Rome to demand 
the Crown, which had no ſhew of 
probability;and as they were askt 
where was this poylon ?T hey ad: 
ded that it was in the Caſtle of 
Aſca!on, And diligent ſearch being 
made-, rhere was-no ({uch matter 
tound: Nevertheleſſe Alexander 
is arcſted ; hee being of a generous 
temper, and much moved ro fee 
exccutioners fo bufily imploycd, 
ſpake with a lowd voice to Herod, 
by way of [rony, What needs all 
theſe burcheries ? Since that you 
wilt needs be deceived, why I 
have conſpired againſt your life : 
Andif'you defire ro know with 
whom,it was with Pheroras, your 
L 4 brother 
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brother and fiſter Selome, with 
P tolomie, Lapritius, ard others of 
your Copncellers, Kill all the 
world and you may reigne alone 
inſafery. Hec ſpoke roo much tg 
be believed , and ſpoke it withan 
accent,that ſpoke nothing leſle. He 
is hereupon ſhut up in priſon for 
ſome daics , untill that Archelaw 
( Kingot Capadocia ) his tatherin 
law,bcing advertis'd of this diſa- 
ſter,arrives at Herods Court, Hee 
makes withHered no raſh encoun- 
ecr, charging him with roo much 
creduliry,and the like with a mild 
temper. This was not the courſe | 
todcale with a man that defir'd | 
alrogether to juſtific his ations. | 
Ihe Capadocien with a mild tem- 
per ſtrikes ſayke, makes a ſhew of 
great pitry ro ſce him in theſe 
troubles; ſaying ,that his ſons did 
him great wrong to moleſt him = 
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this wiſe,that he came thither not 
excuſe hisown fon in law , bur 
to puniſh his own daughter, if ſhe 
were faulty. Herod took luch com. 
fort ro hcare him {peak in that 
manner , that the reares trill'd 
down his cheeks: And Ar chelaus 
ſecing that hee found itfit ſeaſon 
tor perſwaſion, begins by degrees 
totcll himgthat inerurh the young 
Princes ſhew'd -fomewhar too 
much ſtubbornneſſe;; but their 
youth and gentlenefle were. abt- 
ſed,and it were well if this were 
lookt to. He aRcd his part fo well 
that he at laſt diſpell'd che miſt of 
calumnic. And Glaphirs ſecing 
her (clfe now 'upan the ſtage ,did 
with good language , & hertcares 
carry all ſhee would for her huſ* 
band, fothatthe poore prilqner 

was forthwith releaſed. 
Herod began now tolivelike2 
wo O 
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Cyclops in his Cave, walking ſtill 
in the miſts,and darknefle of dif. 
truſtfull feares, and cach moment 
upon the point ro perpetrate freſh 
cruelrics. And when they ſaw him 
tobee ſo much frighted with ſha. 
dowes, Axripater did not faile ts 
ſupply him wich ſtuffe , and mar. 
ter ro fe:d his 1uſpirions, thereby 
to advance his own tortunes, 
There arrives an impoſtor-, a Gre. 
gartorhe Court of Iwder, nam'd 
Eewricles,mruhe ſtate, and equipage 
ofa Prince \, and beſtowed many 
preſents on Herod, for toinfinuate 
to his favours.' The unhappy King 
likes well ot the man , and places 
him in the liſt, and number of his 
moſt intimare friends. Hce did 
lodge with Amvipater, and ( ſeei "E 
him predominant in Court ) in a 

his ations/hee ſtudied ro win his 
favour,andlikifg abouc _—_ 
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he did obtain by converfing tre- 
quently,and familiarly with 4/ex- 
| ander and fetching the ſ{ecrers of 
his heart}, which hec would after 
report (true,or falſe) to rhe cares 
of Herod, whodid give him much 
credir. _ 

Three yeares bei arce 
over, behold por yum Fro. 
the reſt of its venome - Two ſoul- 
dicrs of -Herods guard-being' ca. 
ſheer'd 'tor ſome light offence, 
were afterwards i ly re- 
ccived intoAlexenderi houſe,who 
did favour them ſeting they 'wete 
men ofgoodly perf nd.ca- 
pable of good ſervice. Theſeate
